Report from Parish Council (PC) meeting 16th March: 

• Tree and shrub maintenance, including cutting back 
vegetation on Hollytrees stream, should be completed 
by mid-April. 

• PC is looking into getting the Connections Youth Bus to 
come into the village one evening a week for a trial 
period from Easter to July. A working party has been 
formed which will investigate upgrading, modernising 
and improving facilities for young people in Bar Hill. 

• PC is aware that broadband is poor for many in the 
village and will be writing to BT for further upgrades so 
that fibre optics is available to all homes. 

• PC is disappointed that UKPC is unable to fulfil its 
obligations under the contract to deal with lorries 
parking overnight on Viking Way. A refund has been 
received and another company will be sought. 

• PC is concerned about litter, especially in the areas 
abutting the shopping centre area and will be seeking 
support from local companies. A litter pick day has been 
scheduled for 22nd April - everyone is invited to join in. 
Further details next month. PC will try and organise 
another day for collection of old electrical items in May 
(details to follow). 

® PC is concerned about road closures due to the A14 
upgrade which are causing problems for people getting 
in and out of Bar Hill and other villages. Not good 
communication for road users. 

• PC has received complaints about parking on grassed 
areas. This is not permitted on PC-owned land, nor on 
verges around the perimeter road. Also a new sign is 
planned for Gladeside, giving directions to the school, 
library, post office etc. to try to reduce the number of 
vehicles, especially lorries, taking a wrong turn. 

The Annual Parish Meeting will take place this year in 
early May at the Octagon - everyone is welcome to come 
along and hear what the PC and other clubs and 
organisations in Bar Hill have been doing, and to raise any 
concerns. 

The next full Parish Council meeting will be held on 
Thursday 16th March at 7pm in the Parish Council 
Office.

NEIGHBOURHOOD WATCH - 
We know it's unwise to leave our front and back 
doors unlocked yet we often make ourselves 
al equally vulnerable online or on the phone - both 
methods that criminals increasingly use to target 
us. When Jason Ablewhite (Police & Crime Commissioner) ran 
a survey to establish the public's priorities for policing, Cyber 
Crime came 5th - even though we are more likely to be its 
victims than of 'traditional' crime. There is clearly apathy/ 
ignorance about the scale of the problem. 

Cyber crime covers criminal activities carried out by means 
of a computer or the internet, not only for financial gain, 
but also matters such as sexling, bullying, smuggling. 

We must now accept that it is not IF we are targeted but 
WHEN. It will happen to us all, so over the next few months 
there will be some the basic advice. This month it is about 


Passwords: 

• Use at least 12 characters including a capital, number and 
symbol (longer and more complex passwords take weeks, not 
just minutes, to crack). 

• If you can't cope with too many passwords at least have 
two, e.g. one financial and one social. 

• It's OK to write down passwords provided you keep them 
locked away. Just never carry them with you in your purse/ 
wallet/handbag. 

® Watch the news and if a company you use has problems, 
change your password immediately. 

• Be a good neighbour and share this advice with at least two 
other people. You could save them a lot of distress and 
heartache. 

Thefts from motor vehicles 

Villages in South Cambs have seen a significant spike in thefts 

from cars and vans. To minimise being a victim: 

V always shut windows and sunroofs and lock doors; 

x never leave items on display; 

V remove evidence of sat-navs etc, e.g. cradles, marks on 
windscreen; 

x don't keep unnecessary documentation in your car 
(registration documents, insurance certificate etc); 

V remove house keys from your car; 

x don't leave car keys near your front door or where they 
could be hooked through the letter box; 

V remove valuables overnight.

SCambs has published its 2017-18 Budget. This shows the 
importance of business investments in meeting tough 
savings targets. You may be aware that past and continuing 
funding cuts the Council receives from Government has 
meant that SCambs has had to transform the way it thinks 
and operates - without its foresight and continuing 
commitment, the Council would not be able to provide the 
level of service for residents. It is required to find savings or 
generate more income of £2m up to 2020-21. Its intent is to 
generate income rather than cut services. 

The budget includes a proposed £5 increase to the District 
Council's portion of Council Tax forthe average Band D 
home, which provides a proportion of the money needed to 
provide the Council's services. If the increase is agreed, 
SCambs will maintain its position as one of the lowest taxing 
authorities in the country. 

The good news for local community groups is that the 
Council's Community Chest Scheme will continue into 
2017-18, with a £52,000 budget. Our villages all benefitted 
from the current year's scheme and no doubt will be among 
the first to submit applications when the fund reopens in 
April. 

A reminder that County Council and Mayoral elections 
take place on 4th May - look out for details. Please contact 
me if you would like a postal vote.

HIGHWAYS ENGLAND 
- A14 CAMBRIDGE TO HUNTINGDON - 
This £1.5 billion project, which started in November 2016, 
includes a major new bypass and upgrades 21 miles of the 
A14, adding additional capacity, boosting the local and 
national economy and cutting up to 20 minutes off journeys. 
Traffic management-to minimise impact on drivers, 
current numbers of traffic lanes are maintained during the 
day by narrowing existing lanes to gain the space needed. 
When work does require lane/road closures, these will take 
place at night. Over the next few months, we will be using 
the following traffic management: 

• narrow lanes on the eastbound A42S between Madingley 
and Girton; 

« narrow lanes in both directions of the Aid betiveen 
Dry Drayton and Swavesey; 

• traffic lights on side roads during off-peak hours 
(930am-3.30pm); 

• night-time closures between junction 24 (Godmanchester) 
and junction 30 (Dry Drayton) for site clearance.

Public information exhibitions - in Autumn 2016 we ran 
11 public information exhibitions. Of 2,845 visitors, 82% felt 
they got the information they needed. 

Health and safety-the Integrated Delivery Team, Balfour 
Beatty, Carillion, Costain and Skanska, have created a set of 
standards that puts health and safety at the forefront of 
everything we do. 

Tree planting - Highways England is one of the largest 
planters of trees in the UK and we have developed a full 
landscaping strategy for the new scheme. The A14 strategy 
considers visual screening needs, ecological and engineering 
needs, and the variety of existing landscapes. Planting 
proposals include woodland, woodland edge, specimen 
trees, avenues and hedgerows as well as ornamental shrub 
planting areas. 

Utilising an advance grow contract to gather seeds locally for 
the A14 planting was considered but not implemented as 
local provenance trees and shrubs are available in sufficient 
numbers. All the new planting is specified as native species 
and of local provenance, which requires it to be grown from 
seeds gathered locally. 

Environment: vegetation to be used for biomass energy 
- a large proportion of the scheme’s waste created from 
vegetation clearance is being converted into biomass energy. 
In biomass power plants, waste is burned to produce steam 
to run turbines to make electricity. This is renewable energy 
and, correctly managed, significantly reduces net carbon 
emissions compared to fossil fuels. 

A14 Community Fund - launched in Summer 2016, this 
supports projects with up to £10,000 of funding for activities 
which respond to the changes the scheme will bring. So far 
four projects have been approved, including: 

• a transport themed mural in a primary school hall; 

• new gardening equipment and an information board for a 
community orchard; 

• support for a community shop; 

• support for people with mental health and disability to 
develop landscaping skills.
